British Army Shuts 
Down On Rum Issues 


Uncover Smuggling Plot At 
Detroit; Aliens Brought 
Into Country. 


Detroit. Nov. 19 (A P)--T he fed­ 
eral government Tuesday night held 
indictm ents against fourteen alleged 
members of airplane smuggling syn­ 
dicates who are believed to be re­ 
sponsible for the dumping of scores 
of aliens and thousands of cases of 
C anadian liquor within the United 
S tates during the last year. Twelve 
airplanes have been seized. 
Ten of the indictm ents were re­ 
turned by a federal grand jury. 
The counts included alleged viola­ 
tions of the tariff, im m igration and 
prohibition acts and also cited con­ 
spiracy. 
The ten men indicted Tuesday 
were among eighteen nam ed last 
spring in connection with a large 
conspiracy case. Tile four other in­ 
dictm ents also nam e men included 
in the original eighteen, but were 
continuations of old indictments. 
Inform ation turned over to the 
governm ent by undercover agents, 
who said they gained the confidence 
of the smugglers and worked with 
them for weeks, formed the basis of 
the indictments. 
This inform ation 
stated th a t two syndicates operat­ 
ing at least twenty planes smuggled 
liquor and aliens across Ult* C ana­ 
dian border into the United States. 
Some of the planes landed at iso­ 
lated fields near Detroit, while oth­ 
ers penetrated as far inland as Wis- 
i cornin, Indiana, Ohio and Illinois.

DANCING BANNED 
IN CHINESE CITY 


Young Corrupted, Says Gov­ 
ernment; So Jazz Is 
Ruled Out.

Nanking (AP*.—The society lead­ 
ers of this city's Chinese sm art set 
are beginning to wonder what they 
can do with their spare time. 
Dancing, the most popular form 
of recreation in the national capital 
of China, has been forbidden by tile 
governm ent on the ground that it 
tends to corrupt the m orals of the 
young. 
W ith little else to do In the 
way of amusement. Chinese boys 
and girls are strictly up against it 
for some way to fill in their idle 
moments. 
The order forbidding dancing was 
instigated by a group of moralists 
who believed that anything western, 
even music, could do the younger 
generation of China no good. 
N at­ 
urally it has caused planty of trou­ 
ble. 
Girls Out O f Work 
Dancing girls were throw n out of 
work and w ith the same field in 
Shanghai more or less over-crowd­ 
ed, they had no place to go. 
Hotel 
and dance 
hall 
proprietors were 
caught with heavy investm ents and 
high-priced Filipino orchestras on 
their hands and there was nothing 
they could do about it. 
Appeals to the governm ent were 
futile and apparently Nanking must 
m ake the best of it. for the time 
being at least.
